AGREEMENT IS "A CERTAINTY" WITH ONLY QUESTION WHETHER

BOTH SAY PROGRESS IS "REMARKABLE." SECRETARY FEARS CONFLICT

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2. WALL STREET JOURNAL (RAY VICKER) : EGYPTT AN AND 

ISRAELI GOVERNMENTS APPEAR TO BE CONDITIONING CITIZENS FOR 
A POSSIBLE INITIALING OF AN INTERIM AGREEMENT THIS WEEK- 
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END, AND SECRETARY'S SHUTTLE DIPLOMACY STEADY WEARING 
AWAY DIFFERENCE BETWEEN THE PARTIES. COMMENTS MADE BY 
EGYPTIAN GOVERNMENT TO ARAB PRESS CONTINUALLY EMPHASIZES 
THAT EGYPT WILL NOT DESERT ITS ALLIES. ISRAELI OFFICIALS

OFFICIAL SAID DRAFT AGREEMENTS SHOULD BE INITIALLED 
SUNDAY OR MONDAY. EGYPT IS NOT EVEN ACKNOWLEDGING IT

SENATOR (SIC) OBEY.WHO ARRIVED TONIGHT IN ISRAEL FROM 
JORDAN WITH TWO OTHER HOUSE FOREIGN OPERATIONS 
APPROPRIATIONS SUBCOMMITTEE MEMBERS, SAID HE THOUGHT 
APPROVAL OF U.S. CIVILIANS FOR SINAI WOULD CAUSE "VERY 
HEATED DEBATE" AND APPROVAL WOULD BE " VERY CLOSE 
QUESTION." 

2. UPI - (GROWALD): SECRETARY RETURNED TO ISRAEL NEAR END 

OF APPARENTLY SUCCESSFUL SEARCH FOR AGREEMENT. SECRETARY 
RAN INTO THREAT OF MASSIVE RIGHT-WING DEMONSTRATIONS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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WITH AS MANY AS 100,000 PREDICTED. SENIOR U.S. OFFICIAL

AND MONDAY AND WILL NOT CONTAIN ANY U.S. MILITARY COMMIT- 
MENT INCLUDING COMMITMENT TO USE U.S. WARSHIPS TO

HAD A MORAL COMMITMENT TO SURVIVAL OF ISRAEL AND THAT 
COMMITMENT STRONGER THAN ANY TREATY OR DOCUMENT, IN 
PRACTICE. 
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3. AP - (SCHWEID): SENIOR U.S. OFFICIAL SAYS FOLLOWING 
ONLY TWO OR THREE PROVISIONS ARE ALL THAT STANDS 
IN THE WAY OF COMPLETING AN AGREEMENT. 

- INDICATIONS ARE THAT ACCORD WILL BE INITIALLED 
SUNDAY OR MONDAY. 

- DRAFT IS SETTLED EXCEPT FOR A FEW PARTS "OF AT 
LEAST SYMBOLIC SIGNIFICANCE." 

PREPARATION OF ANNEXES ELABORATING ON THE SETTLEMENT IS 
DELAYING COMPLETION OF SECRETARY'S MISSION. ISRAELI 
AND EGYPTIAN MILITARY COMMANDERS WOULD HAVE TO GET 
TOGETHER NEXT MONTH TO AGREE ON TECHNICAL POINTS. RABIN 
TOLD A LABOR PARTY MEETING THERE WOULD BE NO EGYPTIAN
